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PROGRESS OF HALLEY’S COMET, 


On April 1, Halley's Comet was esti- 
mated to be 130,000,000 miles distant 
from the Earth and is moving in its 
direction at the rate of 100.000 miles 
an hour. It now rises to the view of 
observers on the Earth at the present 
time between 4 and 4.30 a, m. 

Two hundred and twenty-eight years 
ago, when this comet was seen shining 
over the city of London, the great as- 
tronomer, Edmund Halley, made a 
y of it. He was the first 
to say that this comet had come before 
and would come again. He mention- 
ed the time the comet would come 
again, a date long after he would be 
dead, “If it should return,” he wrote, 

“according to our predictions about 
the year 1785, impartial posterity will 
not refuse to acknowledge that this 
was first discovered by an Englishman.” 

The comet returned, as he had fore- 
told, seventeen years after his death, 
when it was seen first by aman in 
Saxony. In consequence the comet 
was called after Halley. Since then 
famous astronomers have calculated 
the date for the comet's return, In 
1835, the last time, the comet returned 
within a few nights of their prediction. 
Seventy-five years ago theastronomers 
of that day predicted that the comet 
weuld be plainly visible after dark in 
May of this year. It has already be 
seen with powerful telescopes and the 
prediction will be realized again, 

A correspondent who asks: ‘Will 
it mark the beginning of the end *” 
‘writes as follows : 
To the Editor of the Montreal Star : 

Sir,—As the time approaches for the 
appearance of Halley s Comet people 
are asking, What will happen ?” That 
}something will happen, as the result of 
the the comet’s near approach to the 
earth, there is yood cause for appre- 
hension. What this something will 
endin time only will disclose, Our 
earth must, necessarily, be influenced 
by a body so large, so gaseous and 
travelling at so great speed, There 
may not ve the remotest chance of the 
comét coming near , enough to the 
earth to cause world-wide or even 
very extensive disaster, still there are 
other reasons why we should not close 
our eyes to the eee thata 
visit of this kind may bring about. 
Tidal waves, heat waves, atmospheric 
compression, earthquake, sudden 
stoyms of windand rain, are among 
some of the probabilities that the near 
approach of the comet may occasion. 
Vild rumors, such as have been and 

now being circulated in many 
places over the earth, in reference to 
what the coming of the comet® may 
portend should not cause undue anxie- 
ty. The Rev. Wynne Evans of Llan- 
drindad Wells, a well-known Second 
Adventist, believes that the coming of 
the comet forewarns us of an event 
that will herald in the close of this 
present dispensation. He  «adduces 
Biblical prophecies and Kastern fore- 
casts in favor of his belief, and the ar- 
ticle he *contributes to the ‘* Welsh 
Evangelist Monthly, contains a quota- 
tion from a conversation that took 
place nearly fifty years ago, between 
the Rev. John Miles, a great Eastern 
scholar, and Amaran, the high priest 
of the Samaritans. The high priest, 
in answer to the question when their 
Al. Mudy or Messiah was expected to 
appear, says, “We have no indisput- 
abl definite date but our greatest 
Samaritan authorities expect the Mes 
siah’s appearances inthe year 1910 of 
the Christian era, which will be mark- 
ed by portents which we are not allow- 
ed to disclose to unbelievers.” This
